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Out of a war that is the 
saddest] 
thing this world has ever 
known,.has 
come something more 
exprcssibly 
sad 
than any other awful feature of it— 
the wholesale slaughter of the Armen­ 
ian people by the Turks. 


Rev. W. D. Landers, a speaker of the 
Armenian relief, who is working in con­ 
junction with Dr. 
McNaughton, 
the 
latter having been in Covina 
a few 
months ago on the same mission, spoke 
Wednesday night at the Covina 
First 
Presbyterian church, telling the story 
of Armenia's 
human decimation. Re­ 
ports 
received 
by the United 
States 
consuls in that territory and made dir­ 
ect to Secretary of State Lansing are to 
the effect 
that 
1,^,10,000 
people 
have 
been murdered or have died of starva­ 
tion and exposure in Armenia. 
This 
has nothing to do with the Armenians 
who have died fighting in the Turkish 
army. 


These figures seem incredible, but are 
vouched for from every source that in­ 
formation is obtainable from that super­ 
latively 
unhappy land. 
The drive of 
over 500,000 old men, women and child­ 
ren into the desert nt one time occurred 
in the first .years of the war. Tho Turks 
are bent on a complete 
extermination 
of the Armenians because 
of 
their 
Christian 
faith. 
They are the oldest 
Christians in the world. 
Their country 
is the country of tho bible, the cradle 
of the Christian faith. 
It is the coun­ 
try of Antioch, where the disciples were 
with holy places and religious lore. 
It 
was in 1400 that the Armenian 
lost 
their country to the Turks, and since 
that 
time 
there have 
been 
periodical 
massacres, but nothing approaching in 
awful magnitude the process of exter­ 
mination practised in this wftr. 


Storoopticon pictures of the massa­ 
cres were shown, pictures of piles of 
dead men, women and children; pictures 


of dead women, naked by the roadside, 
with a spear or bayonet still sticking 
in the side; pictures of children in hos­ 
pitals with their arms cut off, and pic­ 
tures of dead babies lying where they 
had fallen from the exhausted arms of 
mothers on the great drives out into the 
desert. 
Out of 500,000 of these people 
who were driven into the desert, only 
ten per cent of the number reached tho 
other side of the desert, and of these 
many have since died of starvation.

was in Covina, $300 in pledges were 
made, which are being paid into the 
First National Bank.

Anyone who hears the 
accounts 
of 
atrocities from Armenia, and aces the 
awful 
pictures of murder and worse 
than murder, will find some way to con­ 
tribute 
to the relief. 
Notwithstand­ 
ing Belgium, or France, or Rumania, or 
Serbia, the Armenian 
tragedy is tho 
supreme 
tragedy of the gTcat world 
war.

are women, one of whom

sister-in-law, not to mention 
myself. 
The men are high class 
business nnd 
professional men with a small sprink­ 
ling of men of the cloth. 
There are 
about twenty artisans going over for 
reconstruction 
work, 
also an 
Italian 
count and Belgian ambassador; a unit 
of Smith 
college young women 
grad­ 
uates is going on the same line of re­ 
construction 
work 
among 
women. 


One of the Smith college girls is ex­ 
tremely interesting, a Miss Brown from 
New Jersey. 
She has her chair 
next 
mine and we have gotten to be real 
chums—such a wee tiny somebody full 
of real individuality. 
Her father is a 
wealthy physician doing service in one 
of t h e southern states with t h e army. 
All of her brothers are in 
Prance 
in 
the army and now she, t h e last of t h e 
family, is going 
over to d o her bit. W o 
are all very proud of her, nnd while 
we may never see her people, we figure 
t h a t they a r e certainly some family. 


I am sitting across the 
table now 
from one of the Red Cross 
nurses,

contingent of whom nre with us. God 
bless those dear girls.

AVe " Y _ " folks are kept pretty busy 
all day long and at night wo entertain 
on board for all who care to attend. 
Yours truly leads the choruses, but of 
all the singing I enjoy going back nnd 
singing for our blue jackets, just great 
big American boys full of pep and en­ 
ergy. 
We are now where they do not 
speak of people as being dead or dying. 
I t is either going, or gone west, and 
as I write this I am saddened for one 
of our blue jackets, m y boys, has gone 
west—went 
very, 
very 
suddenly. 
He 
comes from a fine Texas 
family, was 


19, 
and just 
graduated 
from 
high 
school. 
How sad it will be for his folks 
when we send him back to them. 


Last night we had a most 
delight­ 
ful concert given by a Miss Waters of 
our party. 
She has a very sweet voice, 
well cultivated. 


A t 6 a. m., when the sea is sufficient­ 
ly calm, we " Y " people have our phys­ 
ical exercises, then at 9, 10 and 10:30 
a. ni., lectures. 
In the afternoons we 
h a v e French classes. 
Gee whiz, but it 
is some job trying to get the h a n g of 
this " p a r l e y - v o u s " stuff, but we just 
must get it somehow. 


The people on board are a fine be­ 
haved lot. Lots of ginger ale, coffee 
and tea drinking in the K H I O I I , but very 
little hard 
liquors, and practically no 
champagne, so we all feel the realiza­ 
tion of the seriousness- of the job which 
is the common cause of us all.

Liar," participated in by Glendoru and 
Azusa people. He enlisted in 19.14 from 
Winnipeg, and in the first few months 
saw his company 
almost 
completely 
wiped out. All during the terrific fight­ 
ing of that first year of the war he was 
in active service, lie related the in­ 
stance of the crucifixation on bayonets 
of one of the sergeants of his company 
when captured by the Germans. The 
company was able to take a trench that 
they had been drive nout of, and on 
coming into the trench they found the 
sergeant hanging to a door with four 
bayonets in him. Captain Harris said 
that in subsequent raids the Canadians 
did not take any prisoners. 


Captain Harris spoke of the gas at 
tacks, and of the fact that he recovered 
from one of the attacks only to have all 
his teeth drop out several months after­ 
ward. He spoke graphically of the fight­ 
ing which the Canadian troops had seen. 
He made a splendid appeal for more 
employees and funds for the Red Cross. 


Another speaker was Miss Mary Mac- 
Laren, who talked for the Red Cross, 
but said that she was a motion picture 
actress, and had never been on the front 
except in front of a camera. 


The play, ' ' A Busy Liar,'' was en­ 
joyed by everyone, and proved so good 
that it will be repeated in other towns 
for the benefit of the Red Cross. A re­ 
port on finances will be made by the 
local chapter, but it is announced un­ 
officially that the entertainment netted 
$250, which will be used for the needs 
of the-local chapter.

COVINA MAN WITNESSES 


SINKING OF THE TUSCANIA 


A Covina man stood on the deck of a 
Canadian troopship ahd saw the Tus- 
cania go down, after it was struck by 
the German torpedo that caused the loss 
of over 100 American lives. 


He is Harry 
Weathers, 
originally 
from Oklahoma, but who worked for 
some months as cook at the Park res­ 
taurant 
on Badillo street, and 
later 
worked fumigating. 
With him. On the 
vessel at the time was Allen Conklin, 
another Covina workman, but he was 
below deck at the time the Tuscania 
foundered. 


Weathers wrote a letter on arriving 
in England whieh reached Henry Bran­ 


don of the Orange barber 
shop 
this 
week. 
In it he describes the sinking 
of the Tuscania. 
He said that many of 
the troops believed that other vessels 
would be sent to the bottom, but they 
all arrived in the English waters with­ 
out mishap. 


A part of the 
letter 
was 
censored. 
Weathers 
was drafted 
from 
Covina, 
and went to Pomona at one time to be­ 
gin his active service. 
Another man, 
however, was found to be ahead of him, 
and he was sent back to Covina. Wea­ 
thers tried to volunteer in Los Angeles, 
but found all recruiting stations over­ 
crowded. 
He asked to enlist in the 
Canadian contingent, and together with 
Conklin was sent to British Columbia 
and from there straight to Europe.
